Mr. W.E. Macklin writes from that city 
under date the 4th inst.:—!* We came pretty 
nearly suffering in a small way a trouble like 
the Chinkiang riois of last New Year's, on 
Sunday last, after our usual morning service. 
Our chapel was packed and many outside could 
not pet ik,’ When we had dismissed our 
audience, ‘they followed us throwing stones and 
pelted «s ‘even tothe private houses, throwing: 
stores. at us-standing on the porches. . They 
were told that if damage: was done- there 
must be indemnity, A letter,w..s sent to the 
Office of Furcign Affairs and ve, went 
inside to our communion service.
